Staistics for fourteen Texas towns 
in widely scattered portions of the 
State have been announced by the Cen­ 
sus Bureau. 
Beaumont, the largest 
city announced thus far, showed 40,422 
against 20,640 in 1910, a 96.8 per cent 
increase. 
Other cities announced in­ 
clude Lufkin, Stamford, Port Arthur, 
Denison, Lubbock, McKinney, Sulphur 
Springs. 
Bonham, Bryan, Hillsboro, 
Corsicana, Orange and Amarillo. Port 
A rthur w ith a percentage increase of 
190.4 was the largest in the State and 
one of the largest for the Nation.
